tracts.  J 

WTicn  the  last  sctMjkr  contract 
was  awarded  to  I’L  1J  Harrison 
&  Son  a  great  malty  tax  payers 
were  at  a  loss  t<>  understand  why 
it  should  not  have  been  awardee 
to  Henry  M.  Dowd,  he  being  sev¬ 
eral  thousand  dollars  lower  than 
Harrison  &  Son*  To  tbi-*  it 
said  that  while  the  ltyinl  bid 
in  regular  order,  the  bidder  re 
sponsible  and  tbe  prices  ntucl 
below  rite  Harrisons  "the  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  township"  would  be 
best  served  by  giving  the  contract 
^to  them.  Harrison's  bid  then  for 
building  sewers  with  8  inch  pipe 
was  45  cents  per  foot.  Now  he 
bids  for  the  work:  on  Belleville 
avenue  7^ cents  per  foot.  His  bid 
for  to  inch  pipe  sewer*  N  $1 
The  cost  of  10  iiicli  pipe  over  8 
inch  is  very  small.  Why  then  t hi- 
large  increase  ?  Last  year  on  Or¬ 
ange  street  where  the  conditions 
are  about  the  same  as  exist 
Belleville  avenue,  the  Harrisons 
laid  a  to  inch  sewer  lor  30  cents 
per  foot.  We  do  no*  wish  to  ad¬ 
vise  the  Township  Committee  in 
this  matter  beyond  what  is  plainly 
fo  the  advantage  of  the  taxpayers 
of  Bloomfield,  who  will  be  called 
upon  to  pay  their  assessments  for 
this  work  ;  but  if  a-  contract  is 
awarded  to  the  only  bidder  at  this 
high  price,  the  cost  will  be  more 
than  double  what  it  should  be. 
It  is  a  serious  question  in  view  of 
the  manner  in  which  the  sub-com¬ 
mittee,  engineer  and  counsel  are 
handling  this  contract  business, 
whether  the  assessments  could  be 
collected.  The  safe  and  straight 
road  for  the  Township  Committee 
to  take  is  to  reject  this  bid  and  re- 
advertisc.
